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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Sullivan: 


The time has come again when it is the duty of those 
entrusted with the educational interests of the town, to 
present their annual report of the condition and needs of 
the schools. 

In our schools generally the discipline and order have 
been good. 

While most of the pupils have been making laudable 
progress in their studies, a few have been somewhat fickle, 
lacking the power to apply themselves mentally as they 
should. 

The pupil that really studies and attends to his own 
business will succeed, the one that fails of this will inevit- 
ably fall behind.. 

The instructor is only a guide to the learner, he must 
travel the distance himself, or he will never reach the 
desired haven. In the main we have reason to he gratified 
with the results of our schools. ~ We believe the instruction 
has been of a high order, and very faithfully done. 

Now while our schools have been excellent, there might 
be improvement, especially if some parents would manifest 
a little more interest, and not only allow, but compel 
their children to attend school every day, and in season. 

Absenteeism and tardiness are serious hindrances, 
and the scholar who is habitually absent or tardy soon 
falls behind his more punctual classmates, becomes dis- 
couraged and finally quits with little or no benefit to him- 
self, simply because there is not the right influence at home. 

An education cannot be acquired without labor, it 
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costs some care and expense on the part of the parents, 
and close application on the part of the pupils; the latter 
should be encouraged to make the most of their privileges. 

It is in our common schools that the majority get 
early mental training, and nearly all receive, here all the 
school advantages they ever have. We should then give 
them the best possible chance. 

Parents, how we wish our registers bore more of your 
names as visitors. You must frequent the schoolroom if 
your children are to receive the greatest benefit. You will 
be welcomed by the teacher, and the pupils will be de- 
lighted to prove to you that their time is not spent in 
vain. Do not always wait for the last day, when the 
work is done, but go in at any time and see them at their 
daily duties; our word for it you will agree that after all 
the teacher is a very faithful servant, that your neighbors’ 
children give her no more trouble than your own, and that 
most of the pupils are surely, steadily, acquiring that 
knowledge which is to be of so much importance to them 
when their school days are ended and they go out into the 
world to fight its battles and win for themselves positions 
among their fellowmen. 

The school board has labored diligently the past year 
to secure the best teachers within the means of the town. 
In employing any kind of labor those who hire are always 
measurably compelled to conditions of supply and demand, 
that are beyond perfect control; the critics of our schools 
must always remember this fact. , 

It should be especially remembered that in the employ- 
ment of teachers,.rural towns are always subject to the 
competition of larger and wealthier towns and cities whose 
ability to command the best cannot be denied or resisted. 

No great amount has been expended for books the 
past year. It will be necessary to purchase new spelling 
books and geographies for all the schools at opening of 
spring term.
